Among the 23 existing electoral divisions, the boundaries of BISHAN- 
TOA PAYOH, CHUA CHU KANG, HOUGANG, HONG KAH, JALAN BESAR, 
JOO CHIAT, JURONG, MACPHERSON, NEE SOON CENTRAL, PASIR 
RIS-PUNGGOL, POTONG PASIR and TAMPINES remain intact. The 
remaining 11 have changes in their respective boundaries. 


The Government has accepted the recommendations of the Committee 
and will implement them at the next General Election. Its Report is attached 
as an Appendix.

1 The Electoral Boundaries Review Committee was entrusted with the 


following terms of reference: 


“To review the boundaries of the present electoral divisions, and to 
recommend the number and boundaries of Group Representation 
Constituencies and Single Member Constituencies, based on the 
estimated number of electors as on 1 January 2006. The Committee 
should take into consideration significant increases or decreases in the 
number of electors in the current electoral divisions as a result of 
population shifts and housing development since the last boundary 
delineation exercise. 


There should be a minimum of eight Single Member Constituencies as 
prescribed by the Parliamentary Elections Act, Chapter 218.” 


2 The estimated number of electors as on 1 January 2006 is 2,157,840. 
This is an increase of 120,917 electors over 2,036,923 electors recorded in 
the 2001 Registers of Electors. Dividing the 2,157,840 electors by 84 
Members of Parliament (MPs), it works out to a ratio of one MP to about 
26,000 electors. Allowing a 30% variation, the number of electors to one MP 
could range from 18,000 to 34,000. 


On the same basis, the possible ranges for Group Representation 
Constituencies are as shown in the Table below:
